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THE BOERS MASSING 


AROUND KIMBERLEY—HAVE CUT 
THE RAILWAY AT BELMOST, 


Capture of Cecil Rhodes Believed to 
Be ihe Object—Transvaal Flag 
Hoisted Over Nevcastle. 


Cape Town, Oct. 16.—The Modder 
River stationmaster reports that firing 
has peen heard in the direction of Kim- 
berly, aud the statienmaster at Del- 
most telegraphs that a force of Boers is 
advancing southward. 

London, Oct. 16.—The Daily Mail 
Cape Towncorrcspondent telegraphing 
Sunsay evening says: ‘‘Kimberly is 
beseiged and the Boers are massing in 


force. Wo details, however, are ob- 
tainable. The Boers have cut the rail- 
way at Belmost, having seized the 


Spystioutein railway aud constructed 
fortified earthworks. There are strong 
defending forces at Modder Bridge and 
the Orange River bridge. 

‘The object of these energetic opera- 
tions is believed to be the capture of 
Cecil Rhodes. Kimberly is now iso- 
lated, both railway and _ telegraphic 
communication being cut."’ 

Mr. Cecil Rhodes will remain at 
Kimberly until the end of the war. He 
Says the town is fully provisioned and 
as safe as Piccadilly. Advices from 
Aliwal North represent the Eoers at 
Beeste Kar] as discontented and run- 
ning short of provisions. 

London, Uct. 16.—As far as actual 
news is concerned there is -very little 
change in the situation to be noticed. 
The state of affairs at Mafeking can 
only be conjecturef. The occupation 
of Newcastle by the Boers was prepared 
for ana expected, the place having been 
abandoned by the British. 

Very heavy raius and suows are _ re- 
ported, which will hamper the Boer 
movements, and they ure finding that 
they began too Jate even to easily ob- 
tain the initial successes counted upon. 
They evidently find the advance upon 
Ladysmith difficult, either from the 
north or west, as Sir George Stewart 
White's reconnoiterers seem to have 
sufticed to deter them for the present. 
The peaks of the Drakensberg range 
are snow covered, and the storms which 
have occurred must have caused the 
Boers great discomfort, which rrobably 
explains their failure to attack Gen. 
White. Masterly inactivity character- 
ized the operations on both sides. 

Persistent rumors ure in circulation 
that the Schreinler ministry in Cape 
Colony bas been dismissed, and that 
Mr. Kose Inues bas been asked to form 
a cabinet. These rumors, however, are 
without foundation. Sir Alfred Milner 
has wired to Mr. Chamberlain the text 
of the inflammatory circular which 
Field Coronet Villjoen circulated in 
Johannesburg +ome weeks ago with a 
view of encsing the Afrikanders on 
both sides of the Orange River against 
England 

The Transvaal) flag has been hoisted 
at Charlestown, and Commandant 
Villejon has sert a message to New- 
castle saying the Boers will hoist the 
Trausvaal flag there on Saturday, but 
that the people need not be afraid, as 
everything the Boers took would be 
paid for. They wanted to slaughter 
the cattle. A few people are left in 
Newcastle, including some women and 
children. <A train of wagons five or 
six miles in length was seen deccerding 
Molls Nek towards Doorkeep, north of 
Wools Drift. 

Durban, Oct. 16—The following 
ofticial statement has been published: 
‘‘The general officer commanding at 
Ladysmith issued forts on Friday 
morning with a strong flying column 
and occupied a position covering Lady- 
smith. He reconnoitered for the enemy 
who showed no disposition to advance. 
They are reported to be inside the Berg 
at the toot of Tintwa Pass in force 
with asecond command at Olivier’s 
Hook. The ticops have returned to 
quarters. It is reported at Glencoe 
that a large commard,, believed to be 
Free State Boers, from the Natal 
boundury that bis command occupied 
Bothas Pass and also captured the raal- 
Way station.”’ 


Walter Burse Dies on a Wheel. 


Vancouver, Uct. 16.—Walter Burse, 
who came here a dozen years ago from 
Winnipeg, met his death in a peculiar 
manner this morning. At 9 o'clock he 
started around Stanley park on his 
wheel, and had ,one about a mile, to 
nearly opposite the Deadiuan's Island 
bridge. There is acut at this point, 
and on the inside the road bank is five 
feet high. He had svidently felt very 
sick and ran alongside the hank for sup- 
port. Half an hour later he was found 
by sailors, still on bis wheel, with hi- 
hands on the handle bars. dead. The 
apparent cause of death was heart 
failure. Burse was employed on a 
sugar refinery as 2 carpenter. 


Halifax, N.S., Oct. 16.—Patrick 
O’Toole, acitvy employee, received an 
electric shock this evening while en- 
gaged on top of a pole repuirirg the fire 
alarm system, which caused his death 
He fell to the sidewalk and his brains 
were dashed out by the fall. The 
tragedy occurred at the correr of Spring 
Garden road and South Park street.

Austen, Tex., Oct. 16.—Scouting 
parties are arriving at Torin, where 
the Mexican forces are mobilized. 
They report that the Yaqui Indian 
braves are gathering in larve 1 umbers 
at Sabuipa, just ncrth of Torin, and 
that 2,0v0 braves are now on the ground 
and more going daily. There are 6,000

CANADIAN VOLUNTEERS. 


For Aciive Service in south A(rica 1,000 
Will Be Accep.cd, 

Ottawa, Oct. 16.—Col. koster. chief 
staff officer, bas issued the following 
militia orders from be..dquarters: 

‘1. His Excellency, the Governor- 
General in Council, having been pleased 
to appr ve of the despatch of Canadian 
vlounteers, formed ints cight companies 
ot infantry. for active service in South 
Africa. it is hereby no ificd that one 
thousand voiuntzers wili be accepted 
and that their enroiJment has been 
authorized at the places mentioned 
below, up n the following conditions, 
viz. : 

( ) Service under the army act for 
six months, with liability of extension 
to one year. 

(b) Rations, clothing and equipment 
to b provided free. 

(c) Pay at the rate laid down in 
militias regulations for the permanent 
curps fr.m attestation to the date of 
disembarkation in South Africa, from 
which dat+ pay will be at British rat s. 

The stand«rd: Height 5 feet 6 
inches, with 34 inch chest me-sure- 
ment; age not less than 22 or more 
than 40. 

**The following are the piaces of en- 
rollment: Victoria, Vancouver, Win- 
nipeg. London, Toront», Ottawa, King- 
ston, Montreal, Quebec, St. John, N. 
B., Charlottetown and Halifax. Men 
desirious of offeriog their . services 
should make application in person or 
by letter at the office of the officer com- 
manding the military district, or toa 
commandiug officer of a corps of 
militia.

Toronio, Oc’. 16.—The Transvaal 
torubles were alluded to in numerous 
pulpits y¢«sterday, always in terms re- 
gretting war but sympathizing with 
Britain.: In the English churches di- 
rect allusions in the sermons were in- 
frequent, but the prayer used in times 
of war was read in all churches. The 
most notable sermon, however, on the 
subj ct was that delivered before the 
48th Highlanders, who paraded to St. 
Andrew's church. Rev. Amstrrong 
Black, the new pastor, lately from 
Liverpool, delivered an eloquent ser- 
moun, regetting the necessity for war 
but stiongly cond:inning the Boer at- 
titude and the Boer people generally 
for their cruelty and tyranny und love 
of slavery. He asked the sold‘trs to be 
ready for ali emergencies, for none 
knew how great a fire so small a sparke 
might kivale. The:egimental turnout 
was large and the service _prtriotic 
singing of Kipling’s 
recessional being a leading feature 
thereof. Thousands of citizens lined 
the streets and witnessed the parade.

The general com- 
mittee then brought the matter before 
a meeting cf the strikers at Trades 
hall, when they were apprised of che 
company’s move and that the strike 
waz off.

WAPEKING ATTACKED, 


REPORTED ENCOUNTBE WITH THE 
BOERS IN NATAL, 


Expected the Boers Will Attack Lady- 
smith, Glencoe and Dundee— 
Great Naval Activity. 


London, Eng., Oct. 15—The Daily 
Mail Cape Town correspondent, tele- 
graphing Friday evening, says: ‘‘I: 
learn on good authority that the Boers | 
are attacikng Mafeking. They are re- 
ported to have already soffered repul- 
ses. It is generally admitted that Vry- 
burg cannot = a strong Boer at- 
tack.”’ 

An Edinburgh paper, the Scotsman, 
this morning asserts that a battle bas, 
been engaged in between Gen. Sir) 
Stewart White, commanding the forces | 
at Natal, and the Boers, who entered. 
Natal. Gen. White, this paper says, is 
very sanguine of the success of the! 
British movement. 

The Daily Mail’s correspondent at 
Dundee, Natal, says: ‘‘Reports are/ 
circulated here that the Boers have! 
reached Newcastle, but no confirmation | 
of either this or of the reports of fight- 
ing at Mafeking and Ladysmith are 
yet arriving.’’ 

The Ladysmith correspondent of the 
Daily News telegraphs his paper, under 
date of Thursday, that it is anticipated | 
the enemy will attack simultaneously 
Dundee, Glencoe, and Ladysmith: The 
defending force, he says, includes the 
Natal mounted infancy and carbineers, 
all remarkably smart and workman- 
like. The main Boer force of 11,000 
men is at Sandspruit. The vorrespond- 
ent adds: ‘°‘Mnch discontent exists 
here owing to the presence of suspected 
Boer sympathizers. Troops are kept; 
under arms, and volunteers are ordered | 
to sleep bvoted and spurred. ready for, 
instant call.’’ 

The telegraph line between Kraaipan 
and Maritzana has been cut, and a 
strong command of Boers has occupied 
the Kraaipan railway siding. The 
foregoing report is considered to be cor- 
rect, as late last night the war office 
bad news of a British advance from 
Ladysmith, and was hourly expecting 
farther intelligence. 

A dispatch tothe Daily Telegraph 
from its correspondent at Ladysmith, 


strong mobile colunn, under General 
Sir George Stewart White, accompanied 
by General Sir Archibald Hunter, pro- 
ceeded before daybreak this morning 
towards Acton Homes forthe purpose 
of reconnoitering. Gevu. White’s ob- 
ject was to observe what was goiog on, 
and also to test the mobility and effic- 
iency of his force. All the men are 
well, and the weather is now fine.’’ 

According to the Daily Mail’s Cape 
Town correspondent, Mr. Schreiner, 
premier of the Cape Colony, will unre- 
servedly support the imperial govern- 
ment. His previous reserve was dic- 
tated by a desire not to drive the resi- 
dents to excess. According to the same 
authority, the railway department had 
early intimation of the intention of the 
Bo-rs to destroy railway bridges over 
fourteen streams, and sent adequate 
forces to protect these points. The re- 
sult was that the Boers postponed their 
attempt. Mr. Evart Grobler, member 
of the vol»sraad for the Philippines, 
bas been elected commandant gencral 
of the Free State delegate to the Chica- 
go Exposition. The correspondent of 
the Daily Mail further says that the 
Free State forces have completed all 
preparations for the destraction of the 
Bothuilic bridge, when that action be- 
comes n 

London, Oct. 14. ~The war office has 
received the following dispatch from 
the general commanding the Oape 
forces: ‘*‘Cape Town, Oct. 18.—An 
armored train from Mafeking, escort- 
ing two seven pounder guns sent from 
here to Mafeking was attacked last 
night at Krexpan. Apparently a rail 
had been removed. The train left the 
track and the Boers fired into it with 
their artillery for half an hour and 
captured it. Telegraphic communica- 
tion with Mafeking is interrupted at 
Krexpan. Tne women and children 
have been sentto Cape Town. The 
guns referred to belonged to the col- 
ony. They are light and of old pat- 
tern.

DAUPHIN PRAIRIE FIRES. 


Settlers Have Lost All and Will Require 
Government Asesi-tance, : 

Daophin, Oct. 14.—Awful destruc- 
tion is reportei by prairie fires in the 
surrounding country during the high 
gales of Thursday and Friday of last 
week. Hundreds of settlers were sur- 
rounded by it before they had time to 
realize the danger and wcre unable to 
stcp its ravages. Houses, barns, fen- 
ces and grain stacks went up in smoke. 
It was but the work of a few minutes 
and everything was razed to the 
ground. It was heartrending to thrif- 
ty settlres to see the acctmulation of 
years of toil disappear while they were 
obliged to stand by helpless. 

So complete has been the destruction 
wrought by the fire in some districts 
that sufferers will be reduced to want 
if the government does not come to the 
rescue in some shape or form with as- 
sistance. The area covered by the fire 
and burned more or less is fully a hun- 
dred miles square. 

A report from Sifton states that the 
fire did great damage northward and 
that many settlers lost their houses, 
barns, stacks. etc.

Free State Burghers Have Crossed the 
Orange River Into Cape Colony 
and Occupied Philipstewa. 


Vryburg Oct. 13.—A body of Boers 
has cut the border tence advanced to 
the railway and cut the telegraph 
wires. Two thousand Boers are now 
Occupying the railway line. 

London Oct. 13.—When. the.cabinet 
meets at noon today it is ‘eviden¢é the 
Bo:r are preparing {or a-gimultapeous 
invasion at five separate pdints—Laing's 
Nek, Kimberley, Vryburg, Mafeking and 
Lobatso. Therefore ‘t is almost impos- 
sible <o guess the place of campaign. 

A dispatch from  Derbag, 

Thu , 8 o'clock a. o1.4 announces 
that the Boers seized Albertina station 
and defmanded the keys, which were 
delivered to them by the . station mas- 
ter, who reached Ladysmith on a trol- 
ley. The excitement at Ladysmith is 
increasing, aud the troops are ready to 
act at a moment's notice.’ 

The Daily Mail’s correspondent at 
Lobatsi, telegraphing on .Wednesday, 
says: ‘‘The Boers are-on ‘the border 
preparing to cross at three o’clock to- 
day. A messenger sent to the Boers 
asking them to spare the .women and 
children, has been detained. 

It is now definitely known that the 
British government sent no: final pro- 
posals to Pretoria. The Transvaal’s 
ultimatum forestalled that intention. 
So far as the news received thus far 
shows, no shot has fired. The 
evacuated district between Charlestown 
and Newcastle has an area of 200 
equare miles, and ccnsists chiefly of 
hilly moorland, sparsely populated. 

There is no abatement ;iu' the anti- 
English feeling on the continent. 

Dispatches from Durban, Natal, con- 
firm the report that the Orange Free 
State authorities seized a Natal train 
leaving Ladysmith yesterdiy morning 
for Harrismith. They also stopped a 
train due to leave Harrismith in the 
afternoon. 

Free State burghers, according to a 
private message just received here, 
have crossed the Orange, River Philips- 
town. ‘Lheir object is supposed to be 
to cut the railway at De Aar Junction, 
which is con-idered an important 
astrategetic point. 

The San, in this city, prints a rumor 
that the government will prosecute cer- 
tain Irish members of thd house of com- 
mons on a charge of high treason ip 
consequence of their pro Boer attitude. 

A Pretoria dispatch dated October

NO SIGN OF THE SCOTSMAN. 


It Is Feared Her Wreel Wreck; . Has Swam ped 
x During a Hard Blow. 

Montreal, Oct. 13.~—It ie feared the 
wreck of the steamship Scotsman has 
foundered in the recent gales. ‘Tue 
steamship Montrose, according to a 
telegram from Quebec, passed within a 
wile of the place where the Scotsman 
was wrecked, and the officers scanned 
the rocky shore with their glasses, put 
no sign of the ill-fated. ship could be 
seen. It ia feared she has swamped off 
the ledge which supported her, in a 
hard blow, and bas sunk, 

A good deal of uneasiness is felt re- 
garding Capt. Skirmishre, the first. 
second and fourth officers, as it is un- 
derstood they were staying on s)ip- 
board. Wrecking tugs sent from Hali- 
fax were due at the wreck on Monday 
or Tuesday.

Considering that, 
how much could they expect tO ex- 
cel in anything or to make a mark 
in the world?

The way to have honor, to be 
come anybody of importance, to 
be a power among men, is not to 
envy another person, but to fix the 
eyes upon that goal and work for it, 
choosing early the path that leads 
to that eminence. 

A young man desired to be a 
clergyman. He was the only child 
of a widow, who could not educate 
him. A Wealthy gentleman, becom- 
ing interested in him, offered to de 
fray the expenses of his education. 
He gladly accepted, prepared for 
college, and had just entered, when 
the gentleman failed, losiug every 
dollar. The young man, of course, 
had to leave college, but he did not 
give up his determination to enter 
the ministry.

If anyone 
Wants anvthing ‘‘fixed,’’ he is’ the 
one who 1ixes it, but his life is not 
going to be ‘‘fixed’’ in any direction. 
In direct contrast to him is a com- 
panion of his, who has already serv- 
ed several years at ‘his trade, and 
will some day turn out a first-class 
carpenter.

The Moosomin Spectator, discussing 
probable changes in the West along pro- 
vincial Jines, says :— 

“But it may be asked: Is any change 
at all for some years yet advisable? Sat- 
urday’s Free Press contained a letter 
from a subscriber in Medicine Hat who 
says that he has travelled widely over 
the Territories and has found the people 
wherever he went opposed to assuming 
the burdens, as they are sometimes called. 
The writer may be right in his generalis- 
ation, but we doubt it. The people 
might well be opposed to any change if 
provincial habiliments are not to be doned 
by the united Territories. But if the 
full measure of provincial powers and 
responsibilities are assumed by the west 
as-a single and united whole, then 
whether our position would be improved 
or not will depend largely on the char- 
acter of the terms on which the provin- 
cial status will be granted. There is no 
denying the fact we are approaching a 
time, and rapidly, too, when a change 
will be made whether we are ready or 
not. In the very nature of things it is 
not possible that a growing country like 
the west should be long content with any 
half measure of self-government. Anda 
surely we have arrived close upon the 
period when the west may be expected 
to furnish all the ability and experience 
necessary for a safe and capable manage- 
ment of its own affairs.”

A correspondent at Ottawa writes his 
paper as follows: An increase in the 
customs returns of over half a woillion 
dollars in one month is about as sub- 
stantial evidence of the growing time as 
anyone could reasonably ask for. That 
is the record for September, for the 
customs revenue for September, 1898, 
was $2,086,651, while last month it was 
$2,611,650. No better indication could be 
wanted of a general prosperity among 
the masses, showing as it does an improv- 
ed standard of living and a sustained 
confidence in the future of the country. 
Industrial and agricuJtural circles alike 
feel it; in the grain market prices are 
advancing, and other classes of farm 
produce are also showing upward ten- 
dency. The big increase in the volume 
of immigration is naturally developing 
the market for manufactuged goods, and 
east and west alike are reaping the 
benefit. The increased buoyancy of the 
labor market is also attracting attention 
and is by no means confined to the west 
alone. For some weeks past a large 
placard has been prominently displayed 
outside the general post office in Ottawa 
by one of the leading lumber companies, 
calling for a thousand laborers and three 
hundred shantymen, and considerable 
difficulty is being experienced in meeting 
the demand. 
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Lord Roseberry, in a recent address he 
delivered at Epsom College, said that 
some naticns owe. almost everything to 
their schools, citing particularly Eng- 
land, Scotland, Switzerland, and Prussia. 
English schools, he said, have been the 
best schools of manhood the world has 
ever seen. Speaking directly to the boys 
at Epsom, he said: “ From the very 
moment rou leave the nursery you can 
exercise some of the qualities of manhood. 
They can be exercised all through school 
life, those qualities not merely of indus- 
try, but of self-deniaJ, and that which, 
perhaps, shows the most manhood ini a 
boy, the power to say ‘No.’”.

PAPEK OF LONDON (ENG.) 


Speaks Highly of Canada as a 
Field for British Capital— 
The Barnardo Boys Again— 
Our Dairy Industry to the 
Front. 


Ortawa, October, 14, 1899.—It is a well 
known fact that extreme caution is an 
ever-present characteristic of the editor- 
ial utterances of err British journals, 
and if this is true of Old Country news. 
papers generally, it is ten times more so 
of the financial publications, whose ox- 
pert opinions are implicitly accepted by 
thousands of investors, great and small, 
throughout the Empire.

ave taken on the question of adulterat- 
ing and counterfeiting of human food. 
By virtue of the form of your goverment 
you have more power to deal, in police 
function, with adulteraters and counter- 
feiters. Moreover the efforts of your 
dairy associations, and your Dominion 
and Provincial governments, to maintain 
the very high grade of excellence in your 
cheese, have given you almost grt aed 
—at least a leadership—in the Englis 
market. And you are fast coming to the 
game condition of things with your butter 
product. I believe one creat reason for 
your erp ei in the English market is 
the rigid laws which exist in Canada 
against the manufacture or sale of oleo- 
margarine or filled cheese. You have 
never debased your reputation by dealing 
in such commodities, and you are all the 
wealthier for it and all the more prosper- 
ous.” 

NOTES. 

The excellent practical work that ia 
being accomplished by the Agricultural 
Department is attracting considerably 
attention bevond the confines of the Do- 
minion. Professor Rwobertson, has

AT PRETORIA REPORTED TO HAVE 
BEEN ASSASSINATED. 


Free State Burghets Seize a Natal 
Government Train at Ladysmith— 
Patrol Stoned. but No Firing. 


London, Oct. 12.—It is rumored 
that Conyngbam Greeue, the British 
diplomatic agent at Pretoria. ha< been 
assassinated there Mr. Greene waz 
preparing to leave for Natal Wednes- 
day and bad sent his -taff on in advance 
No further particulars are obtainable. 

London, Oct. 12.— A dispatch to the 
Daily Telegraph from Ladysmith, 
dated Wednesday, is alone among the 
speciais rece.ved, and declare: that war 
has been started by the Boers in Natal. 
The correspondent says: ‘‘ree State 
burghers have secured a train at Lady- 
smith, which was the property ot the 
Natal government List night a 
mounted patrol was stoned by Boers. 
The men's orders were not to fire un- 
less they were fired upon.’’ 

Newcasdle, Natal, Oct. 11.—Morn- 
ing.—- No news has been received here 
as‘ 1 rumored advance of the Boers 
ajo. Jharlestown, but a movement in 
the «oer camp is reported. Right Hon. 
Harry Escombe, fomerr premier of 
Natal, intends to remain here. The 
Free State border has been closed. 
Nearly all the inha' itants bave left. 

London, Oct. 11.—11 p. m.—Up to 
the presemt hour no dispatches have 
arrived from the Cape timed since the 
expiration of the ultimatum, so it is 
not vet known whether the first shot 
has been fired. 

The atsence of news from the Cape 


sinc* @arly morning is not due to an 
interruption of the cable, but to apn 
immense pressure of work, the cables 


being nearly monopolized by British 
government dis atches, which take 
precedence of all others. Only two 
‘ables run to Cape Town from Europe, 
tad the one on the western coast is very 
‘low, so that practically all the work is 
chrown ou one Atlantic cable, which 
means that an exasperating delay will 
occur repeatedly during the progress 
of the war, and that the newspaper 
lispatches will probably be very 
MeCALTEe. 

London, Oct. 12.—The solidity, if 
uot the placidity, of the English char- 
acter was never more exemplified than 
it was in Loudon last night, with Eng- 
land face to face with war. Although 
it was only 5.30 o'clock when Mr. 
Chamberlain’s secretary banded to a 
representative of the Associated Press 
the first copy of the Transvaal ultima- 
tum, one hour later every evening paper 
had the news. There was not a_ trace 
of the excitement attendant upon the 
annorncemeut of the result on the 
night of the first race for the America’s 
cup. It is a fact that the enthusiasm 
in Isondon signally fails to compare 
with that shown in the smallest Ameri- 
can city upon the announcement of 
the war with Spain. 

Mr. Wm. T. Stead, editor of the Re- 
view of Reviews, in the course of an 
mterview, says: ‘‘I maintain that this 
war is being forced upon the Boers by 
men who have never forgiven Majuba 
Hill. In my opinion owing to Great 
Britain's unpreparedness, hostilities 
turing the next two months will re- 
semble the international yacht race off 
Sandy Hook. As there cannot be any 
serious fighting during that period 
hostilities will be as dull as yacht races 
without wind. We have plenty of 
ime, therefore, to count the cost and to 
reckon up the guilt of a contemplated 
wholesale homicide 1n the Transvaal. 
Long before Christmas, I take, the fool 
fury of the jingoes will have evapor- 
ated.’’

FOGGY DAY FOR YACHTS. 


Many Large Bets Made on Even Terms—

New York, Oct. 12.—A dense fog 
enveloped the harbor and its ent.ance 
this morning. A number of Atlantic 
liners are due, among them being the 
mammoth new Oceanic, of tne White 
Star line, from Liverpool and Qveens- 
town, which to equal fhe time of her 
maiden passages a few weeks ago of 6 
days, 2 hours and 7 minutes, should be 
at the lightship at 10.7 a.m. There are 
also the Georgic, of the same line, the 
Ems, of the North German Lloyd, trom 
Genoa, and Naples, the Anchor liner 
Alsati, also from Mediterranean ports, 
and the North German Lloyd steamer 
Friederich der Grosse, froz Bremen, 
besides a number of West India steam- 
ers, coasters and freight liners.

A 
number of liners are scheduled to sail 
today, that may be detained by fog, of 
which are the St. Louis for Southamp- 
ton, the Germanic for Liverpool, the 
Southwark for Antwerp, and several 
West Indian liners.

STRANGLED IN A BUGGY. 


Joseph Clouston Died While Driving 
From Winnipeg to His Home. 

Winnipeg, Oct. 12.—Dr. Grain, of 
Selkirk, was in the city last evening 
and gave particulars of a peculiar death 
in the neighborhood of Lower Fort 
Garry. Joseph Clouston, a well known 
settler, living south of Little Britain, 
wasin the city on Monday witha 
friend, driving home in a buggy. Both 
had imbibed pretty freely and en route 
home Clouston apparently dropped on 
his knees, with his head hanging over 
the dashboard, and that the friend also 
tumbled over, lying across Clouston.

TO GREAT BRITAIN. 


Gordon Highlanders and Regiments 
From India Leaving for the Scene 
of the Approaching Conflict. 


London, Oct. 11.—A dispatch from 
Durbun says: The Gordon Highland.

The action of the British third class 
| cruiser Philomel in in intercepting the 
British steamer Guelph, from South- 
ampton, supposed to be carrying am- 
Munition to the Boers, and the fact 
that the Philomel sailed today to inter- 
cept the German liner Kansler with 
ammunition, go to show that Great 
Britain will not permit future deliv- 
eries of ammunition to the Boers if 
they can be prevented. Ontside the 
momentous news of the ultimatum, 
nothing of moment has been received 
from the scenes of action except tne 
announcement that the Boers have con- 
structed forts commanding Laings Nek 
and that guus hive been mounted on 
Mount Prospect. 

London, Uct. 10.—The cabinet has 
been summoned to meet at the foreign 
office on Friday next. 

Late this afternoon the colonial 
office gave out the text of the following 
telegram transmitted by Sir Alfred 
Milne, British high commissioner in 
South Africa, to the secretary 0 state 
for the colonies, Mr Joseph Chamber- 
lain, and received today: 

Sir,—The government of the South 
African republic feels itself «omnelled 
to refer the government of Her Majesty, 
Queen of Great Britain and Ireland, 
once more to the convention of London, 
1884, concfuded between the republic 
and the United Kingdom, and which, 
in article XI[V, secares certain specified 
rights to the white popluation of this 
republic, namely that: All persons 
other than natives, on conforming 
themselves to the laws of the South 
Atrican republic, 

A—Will nave full liberty with their 
families, to enter, travel or reside in 
aby art of the South African reublic. 

B—They will be entitled to hire or 
possess houses, manufacturies, ware 
honse3, shops or other premises ; 

C—They may carry on their com- 
merce either in person or by any agent 
or agents whom they may think fit to 
employ. 

D—tThey shall not be subject in re- 
spect to uheir premises or property or 
ia respect of their commerce and in- 
dustry, to any taxes other than those 
which are, or may be, imposed upon 
the citizens of the said republic. 

‘“‘This government wishes further to 
observe that the above are the only 
rights which Her Majesty's government 
have reserved in the above convention 
with regard to the Uitlander popula- 
tion of this republic, and that a viola- 
tion only of those rights could give 
that government right to diplomatic 
representations or intervention, while, 
moreover, the regulation of all other 
questions affec:ing the position of the 
rights of the Uitianders, under the 
above mentioned convention, i3 handed 
over tothe government, and _ repre- 
sentatives of the people of the South 
African Republic. 

First—That all points of mutual 
difference be regulated by friendly re- 
course to arbitration, or by whatever 
amicable way may be agreed upon by 
this government and Her Majesty’s 
government. 

Second—That all troops on the bord- 
ers of this republic be instantly with- 
drawn. 

Third—That a)) reinforcements of 
troops, which have arrived in South 
Africa asinoe June 1, 1899, shall be re- 
woved from Sonoth Africa within a rea- 
sonable time, to be agreed upon with 
this government and with the matual 
assurance and guarantee ou the par‘ of 
this government that no attack upon or 
hosisilities against any portion of the 
possessions of the British government 
shall be made by this republic during 
farther negotiations, within a period 
of time to be subsequently agreed upon 
between the two governments; and 
this government will on compliance 
therewith be prepared to withdraw the 
armed burghers of this republic from 
the boiders 

Fourth—That Her Majesty's troopr 
which are on the high sea, shali not 
be landed in any part of South Africa.

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THE BOERS RY PREPARED 


VICTORY FOR THE BRITISH ONLY 
BY A LONG AND COSTLY War. 


Boers Have Been Practicing Shooting 
Ever Sinee the Jameson Raid 
and Will Resist to the End. 


London, Oct. 10.—The Daily News 
publishes this morning the report of an 
interview witb Mr ‘Milford, in which 
he predicts that victory will only be 
obtained by the British after a long and 
costly war. He says the Boers will 
fight like devils. The Jameson raid 
roused them, and ever since they have ) 
been preparing for war and practicing 
shooting, and will resist to the eud 

**I do not believe the Boers will in- 
cite the natives against England.’’ said 
he, ‘‘but it is impossible to say what 
the natives willdo. ‘he Basntos are 
loyal to the Queen, but hate the Free 
State. Though it would be a bad thing 
if the Basutos were to rise and conquer 
the Free State, it would be hardly pos. 
sible to prevent them. The Swasis are 
equally bitter against the Transvaal, 
and it would need little encouragement 
to lead them to attack the republic. 
I do not think there is any danger from 
the Zulus, bat the Matabeles and the 
Mashonas might try to repeat the bor- 
rors of 1896. All the published esti- 
mates of the fighting strength of the 
Boers are exaggerated. It does not 
exceed 15,000 at the outside.”’ 5 

The Da:ly Chronicle this morning 
points out that, although Mr. Chamber- 
lain agreed to refer the matter to arbi- 
tration, the indemnity for the Jameson 
raid is still unpaid, and it never likely 
to be paid if war breaks out between 
Great Britain and the Transvaal. 

The Daily Telegraph's Ladysmith 
correspondent says that a trustworthy 
colonial farmer asserts that be saw a 
thousand armed Boers on Sunday with- 
in the Natal border, near Charlestown. 

The absence of news from South Af- 
rica appears to be due to a heavy block 
on the telegraph lines, which may mean 
that the lines are occupied with official 
dispatches and that telegrams are being 
actively exchanged in a negotiation 
At Durban it is sai? messages will not 
be accepted in code for any places in 
South Africa.

BEETLES AS UNDERTAKERS, 


When They Find a Dead Animal, It 
Is Buried For Fatare Use. 


People often wonder what becomes of 
the dead nyice and dead birds, for, 
though birds aud mice are constantly 
dying in large numbers, hardly one is 
ever to be seen. The fact is that ther 
are buried by bectles. -Buchner gives a 
brief account of them as follows: 

“Several of them unite together to 
bury under the ground, as food and shel- 
ter for their young, some dead animal. 
such as a mouse, a toad, a mole, a bird. 
etc. The burial is performed because the 
corpse, if left above ground, would ei- 
ther dry up or grow rotten or be eaten 
by other animals. In ail these cases the 
young would perish, whereas the dead 
hody lying ia the earth and withdrawn 
from the outer air lasts very well. 

“The burying beetle goes to work in a 
very well considered fashion, for they 
s¢rape away the earth lying under the 
body so that it sinks « “itself deeper and 
deeper. When it is decp enough, it is 
covered over from above. If the situa- 
tion is stony, the beetles, with united 
forces and great efforts, drag the corpse 
to some place more suitable for burying. 
They work so diligently that a mouse. 
for instance, is buried within three hours. 
But they often work on for days. so as to 
bury the body as deeply as_ possible. 
From large carcasses, such as those of 
horses, sheep, etc., they only bury pieces 
as large as they can manage.” 

There can be no doubt of the intel!i- 
gence of these strange insects, as a gen- 
tleman discovered in a rather curious 
way. He desired to dry a dead toad. 
and for that purpose he fastened it upon 
the top of an upright stick. The burying 
heetles, however, were soon attracted by 
the smell, and, finding that they could 
not reach the toad, they undermined the 
stick, cansiug it to fall with the toad. 
which was then dujy buried.—Our Ani- 
tinal Friends.
